Too Much Brass 
At Cap ital, Senate 
Committee Say s 


To p - Hea v y Setup Dra ws 
Criticism — J o hnso n 
Sa y s

Washington, Nov . 13 (A*>—The 
Senate p rep aredness subcommittee 
comp lained today that the Wash­ 
ington area is ov erloaded with 
“up p er brass”—high-ranking mili­ 
tary officers—and armed forces 
civ ilian emp loy es. 
“It is obv ious that the defense 
establishment is tending toward 
an 
administrativ e 
top -heav iness 
that is inefficient, wasteful and 
dangerous,” the armed serv ices 
group said in a rep ort.’ 
“Unless the trend is halted now 
we could, in the classic p hrase, 
wind up with the fighting forces 
comp osed of ‘all chiefs and no 
Indians’.” 
The rep ort said there now are 
as many generals, admirals and 
defense 
establishment 
civ ilians 
stationed at the Pentagon and in 
the general Washington area as 
there were during World W ar 2 
p eak strength when the armed 
forces were three and a half times 
their p resent size. 
Situa tio n Ca lled Sta rtling 
In an accomp any ing letter to 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Lov ett, 
Chairman Ly ndon Johnson 
(D- 
Tex .) called the situation startling 
and asked for recommendations to 
remedy it. There was no immedi­ 
ate cp mment from the Pentagon. 
The committee’s study showed 
that last Sep t. 30 there were 361 
general and flag officers and 9 1,- 
08 1 defense establishment civ ilians 
stationed in the Washington area. 
On Ap ril 30, 19 45—just before the 
'end of the war in Europ e—there 
were 39 7 general and flag officers 
and 9 8 ,071 civ ilians. 
In 19 45 the armed forces to­ 
taled more than 12,000,000 men 
and women. The p resent strength 
is around 3,500,000. 
Obv io us in Ca sua l Wa y 
Referring to the p resent situa­ 
tion, the rep ort said: 
“The

'"up p er brass’ is ap p arent to the 
most casual observ er of the Wash­ 
ington scene. 
Ev en a noonday 
stroller down any street in the 
mid-section of the city is likely 
to encounter at least a few officers 
of general or flag rank.”

Manila, Nov . 1$ UP)—Nine Fili­ 
p inos were killed in election day 
v iolence today . 
A total of 104 hav e been killed 
since mid-Sep tember when cam­ 
p aigning started for the election 
of nine senators, all p rov incial 
gov ernors and municip al officials. 
More than 66,000 army regulars 
and 
reserv es 
joined 
p olice 
in 
guarding 
against 
attemp ts 
by 
Communist-led Huk rebels to keep 
v oters from the p olls. Clashes be­ 
tween troop s and Huks broke out 
in widely scattered sp ots on Lu­ 
zon, main island of the Philip ­ 
p ines. 
Riv alry between candidates and 
p olitical factions contributed to 
the gunp lay . 
Heav y Balloting Rep orted 
Heav y balloting was rep orted in 
Manila, which is electing its may ­ 
or for the first time. Heretofore 
Manila’s may or has been ap p oint­ 
ed. 
Few rep orts were receiv ed from 
other islands. Only scattered re­ 
turns were ex p ected before mid­ 
night (11 a .'m. EST).

cup ation, was generally conceded 
election to the Senate. Laurel is 
leader o f the anti-administration 
Na cio na lista Party .

Huk raids delay ed balloting by 
the 4 ,6 00,000 registered v oters at 
sp ots.

Quirino said, 
“ev ery p recau­ 
tion” wa s taken to assure order­ 
ly v oting and warned: 
“ We must not be influenced by 
the v io lent po litica l ra bies tha t 
usua lly infects o ur bo dy po litic.” 
Cla shes between p oliticians and 
their suppo rters were blamed for 
a bo ut ha lf the deaths. The rest 
ca me in fights between Huks and 
tro o ps. 


Albany , Nov . 13 UP) — Tvq p 
mov es are under way to strip the 
p owerful U. S. Trotting Associa­ 
tion of czar-like controls ov er 
harness racing in the state. 
All controls ex ercised in New 
York by the USTA, a p riv ate cor­ 
p oration, will be v ested in the 
State Harness Racing Commis­ 
sion. 
Under the p resent sy stem, the 
commission v irtually is subordi­ 
nate to the USTA, a national or­ 
ganization of harness track own­ 
ers, trainers and driv ers. 
Action to make the state agency 
sup reme is being taken by (1) the 
three-member commission 
itself 
and (2) the Legislature’s Wicks 
Committee, created last winter to 
p robe all p hases of horse racing 
in New York state. 
The commission is rewriting its 
own rules, which now say in ef­ 
fect that USTA rules and regula­ 
tions shall gov ern the sp ort in 
New York. 
To Dra ft Repo rt 
The Wicks Committee soon will 
draft a rep ort recommending to 
the 19 52 Legislature that the 
harness racing law be amended to 
eliminate a section which author­ 
izes the Harness Racing Commis­ 
sion to adop t USTA rules and 
regulations. 
The Joint Legislativ e Commit­ 
tee, headed by Senate Majority 
Leader Arthur H. Wicks o f Kings­ 
ton, still must decide whether to 
call for an admissions tax at 
harness tracks. 
A reliable source indicated, how­ 
ev er, #that the odds now were 
against such a recommendation. 
There is a 15 p er cent state tax 
on admission to flat tracks but no 
state tax on harness track admis­ 
sions. 
The Wicks Committee is not ex ­ 
p ected to fav or a p rop osal made 
at a p ublic hearing that New 
York’s thoroughbred racing season 
be lengthened from Ap ril 1—Nov . 
15 to Ap ril 1—Nov . 30. 
Action to strip the USTA of its 
controls ov er harness racing in 
New York stems from a Court of 
Ap p eals decision last March. The 
decision 
outlawed 
the 
sy stem 
whereby the Jockey Club, also a 
p r i v a t e organization, licensed 
jockey s, trainers and other p er­ 
sonnel in flat racing. 
Unla wful Delega tio n 
The state’s highest court ruled 
this was an unlawful delegation of 
p ublic authority . Emergency legis­ 
lation was p assed to v est all li­ 
censing p ower in the State Racing 
Commission. 
State legal sources term the 
role of the USTA in harness rac­ 
ing in New York an “ex act coun­ 
terp art” of the old jockey club 
role. 
Under the ex isting sy stem, the 
State Harness Racing Commission 
licenses tracks, but licenses for 
owners, 
driv ers, 
trainers 
and 
other p ersonnel are issued by the 
USTA, which gets the fees also. 
Judges. • starters 
and 
other 
track officials ap p ointed by the 
commission must be members or 
licensees of the USTA, under the 
p resent setup . 
Also, fines and p enalties lev ied 
against 
harness 
racing 
owners 
and driv ers for infractions go to 
the USTA treasury , rather than 
to the state. 
Wields Grea ter Co ntro l 
Wicks committee sources say 
decisions inv olv ing track p ersoh- 
nel may be ap p ealed to the USTA 
ov er the commission’s head. 
One legal ex p ert claims the 
USTA wields greater control ov er 
harness racing in New York state 
than the Jockey Club did ov er flat

Key West, Fla., Nov . 13 UP) 
— President Truman cleared 
the way today for a Congres­ 
sional insp ection of tax re­ 
turns in connection with a 
crime inv estigation a t W ash­ 
ington, D. C. 
He signed an ex ecutiv e or­ 
der making the returns av ail­ 
able at the request of Chair­ 
man Neely (D-W.Va.) of a 
committee inquiring into al­ 
leged connections 
b e t w e e n 
gamblers and Washington p o­ 
lice officers. 
The order is a far reaching 
one. 
Mr. 
Truman 
actually 
signed it last night, but it was 
not made p ublic until today 
when it was sent to Washing­ 
ton aboard a courier p lane 
which brought it and other 
documents from Key West.

Munsan, Korea, Nov . 13 UP)—An 
allied sp okesman said Communist 
truce negotiators “made it ev en 
more clear today ” they want to 
create a buffer zone across Korea 
to end the shooting now. 
The sp okesman, Brig. Gen. Wil­ 
liam P. Nuckols, said this “re­ 
p udiates their earlier statem ent” 
that fighting would not end until 
an armistice is signed. The United 
Nations command wants to create 
a cease-fire buffer zone only after 
other terms of an armistice are 
agreed on. 
The Reds outlined their p osition 
in a fiv e-hour session at Panmun- 
jom while allied artillery shells 
burst on hills less than two miles 
away . The white p hosp horus and 
high ex p losiv e shells bracketed the 
town. 
Nuckols said arguments became 
more heated today . 
Rear Adm. 
Arleigh Burke, who carried the 
brunt of the argument for the UN 
command was hoarse when he left 
the negotiating tent. 
Nuckols said Communist dele­ 
gates became more imp atient and 
their temp ers grew shorter. 
Declines Co mment 
He declined to comment when 
asked whether the talks were de­ 
teriorating. 
Another UN sp okesman said the 
Reds comp lained an allied p lane 
v iolated the Panmunjom neutral 
area Saturday . He conceded there 
was some truth in the comp laint. 
Lt. Col. Norman B. Edwards, al­ 
lied liaison officer, said a p rop eller 
driv en p lane flew ov er the edge of 
the 1,000 y ard security area sur­ 
rounding the v illage, but turned 
away immediately . 
By agreement, flights ov er the 
area are p rohibited ex cep t under 
“weather or technical conditions 
bey ond control.” 
Edwards said the Communists 
“were not try ing to make this 
into a major incident.” 
He said the Communists merely 
asked for an ex p lanation of this 
flight and the drop p ing of UN 
leaflets into the area Sunday . 
Blo wn in by Wind 
Edwards said the leaflets were 
drop p ed by an allied p lane outside 
the area. Some were blown in by 
the wind, he said. 
This incident 
was considered closed. 
Edwards told Communist liaison 
officers that the inv estigation of 
the other flight was continuing and 
p rop er discip linary action would be 
taken if the situation required. 
The p lane was one of a flight of 
three which attacked hills sev eral 
miles northeast of Panmunjom. 
Reds are entrenched northeast and 
south of the town. A sharp p atrol 
skirmish broke out Monday south 
of th ^ v illage, ty p ical of action on 
the generally quiet war fronts. 
Truce negotiators scheduled an­ 
other session for 11 a. m. Wednes­ 
day (9 p . m. Tuesday , EST). 
Their fiv e-hour Tuesday meet­ 
ing was not broken for recess.

13 UP)—Sup ­ 
p orters indicated today Senator 
Taft (R.-Ohio) will keep clear of 
an imp ending battle for control of 
Pennsy lv ania’s 70-v ote delegation 
to nex t y ear’s GOP p residential 
nomination conv ention. 
Although Taft’s backers believ e 
he can gain some sup p ort among 
these delegates in his bid for. top 
sp ot on the ticket, they said that 
unless p lans are changed his name 
will not be entered in the state’s 
Ap ril 22 p residential p rimary . 
Senator Duff (R.-Pa.) serv ed 
notice y esterday that thereJs go­ 
ing to be “p lenty of actron in 
Pennsy lv ania at the p rop er time” 
in behalf of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 
He 
wouldn’t 
say , 
howev er, whether the general’s 
name will go in the p rimary , 
where it could be entered without 
any action on the p art of the can­ 
didate. 
Duff ha s been pro cla iming that 


Eisenhower is a Rep ublican and 
will be av ailable for that p arty ’s 
nomination. 
Howev er, 
Senator 
Edward Martin (R.-Pa.) told re­ 
p orters at a Harrisburg meeting 
also attended by Duff he doubts 
that Eisenhower will run. 
“I don’t think he will want to 
giv e up his job in Europ e,” Martin 
said. 
This ap p arently rep resents the 
v iewp oint of a faction headed by 
G. Mason Owlett, Rep ublican na­ 
tional committeeman, and may 
also be the v iew of Gov . John S. 
Fine. 
Fine was elected with Duff’s 
help in a battle with the long- 
dominant state o r ga ni z a t i o n 
headed by former U. S. Senator 
Josep h R. Grundj* But Duff ap ­ 
p arently is doubtful that the gov ­ 
ernor will go along with him in 
his 
draft-Eisenhower 
camp aign. 
Duff is known to hav e told friends 
if Fine wants a fight ov er control 
of the delegation, he can hav e it.

Co nference, A i g e r s 
GOP Go v erno r 


Hot, Sp rings, Ark., Nov . 13 UP) 
—Gov . James E. By rnes of South 
Caroiina declared today the south 
owes its loy alty to no p olitical 
p arty or candidate in nex t y ear’s 
p residential election. 
The gov ernor told a news confer­ 
ence that he is op p osed to the re­ 
nomination of President Truman 
and would sup p ort either Sen. 
Richard Russell (D.-Ga.) or Sen. 
Harry By rd (D.-Va.) for the p resi­ 
dency . 
He added that “true Americans” 
owe their loy alty to their country 
rather than to any p olitical p arty 
or leader. 
And he made it clear that he 
believ es a southern rev olt against 
Truman should not be judged on 
any basis of p olitical loy alty . 
By rnes’ statements were in di­ 
rect answer to a p lea from House 
Sp eaker Sam Ray burn for south­ 
ern Democrats to remain loy al to 
the Democratic nominee nex t y ear 
regardless of who he might be. 
Ray burn 
threw the 
southern 
gov ernors conference into a tur­ 
moil last night when he p leaded 
for p arty loy alty and also sharp ly 
criticized Rep ublicans.” 
Quits Meeting 
Gov . Theodore R. McKeldin of 
Mary land, 
the lone Rep ublican 
gov ernor at the meeting, stalked 
out in the midst of Ray burn’s 
sp eech. He later accused Ray burn 
of turning the gov ernors’ annual 
state dinner into “a Democratic 
rally of a v ery low order.” 
Gov . Fielding W right of Missis­ 
sip p i, a strong anti-Truman leader, 
called the sp eech “a p artisan p o­ 
litical talk which should nev er 
hav e been made” at a gov ernors’ 
conference. 
But Gov . Sid McMath of Arkan­ 
sas, a p ro-Truman Democrat and 
a friend of the President, said: “It 
was a good p atriotic sp eech by a 
great statesman and it was made 
at the right time.” 
Ray burn came to the confer­ 
ence as the main sp eaker. He was 
inv ited by McMath—the host4 gov ­ 
ernor—in an obv ious mov e to 
counteract any p ossible mov e by 
the States’ Rights leaders to use 
the meeting as a starting p oint 
for a “beat Truman” camp aign. 
Ray burn, an old friend of the 
President, p leaded for p arty loy al­ 
ty in the south regardless of who 
the Democratic nominee for p resi­ 
dent might be. 
Defends Foreign Policy 
He defended the administra­ 
tion’s foreign p olicy , its sp ending 
p olicy , its tax record and the 
record of the Democrats since 
former President Herbert Hoov er 
was defeated in 19 32. 
Then he said that Tex as nev er 
would hav e v oted for Hoov er for 
p resident in 19 28 (against Catholic 
A1 Smith) ex cep t for “p rejudice 
and bigotry .” He declared his 
state nev er would go Rep ublican 
again “as long as the p eop le can 
remember the Hoov er day s.” 
He also mentioned the name of 
Sen. Robert Taft of Ohio, av owed 
candidate for the GOP p residen­ 
tial nomination. 
And then he said this country 
might be p lunged into a p anic by 
those who talk about the p resent 
administration thrusting the na­ 
tion into bankrup tcy . 
With this 
criticism 
McKeldin 
walked out. His wife remained 
seated with the other gov ernors’ 
wiv es. 
Until Ray burn’s sp eech, the con­ 
ference officially had been a dis­ 
cussion of state p roblems on edu­ 
cation. highway s and p ublic wel­ 
fare. Politics was p resent but in 
the background.

Washington, Nov. 13 UP—The 
Senate preparedness subcommittee 
complained today that the Wash­ 
ington area is overloaded with 
"upper brass”—high-ranking mili­ 
tary officers—and armed forces 
civilian employes. 
"It is obvious that the defense 
establishment is tending toward 
an administrative 
top-heaviness 
that is inefficient, wasteful and 
dangerous,” the armed services 
group said in a report. 
"Unless the trend is halted now 
we could, in the classic phrase, 
wind up with the fighting forces 
composed of 'all chiefs and no 
Indians’.” 
The report said there now are 
as many generals, admirals and 
defense 
establishment 
civilians 
stationed at the Pentagon and in 
the general Washington area as 
there were during World War 2 
peak strength when the armed 
forces were three and a half times 
their present size. 
Situation Called Startling 
In an accompanying letter to 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Lovett, 
Chairman Lyndon Johnson (D- 
Tex.) called the situation startling 
and asked for recommendations to 
remedy i t Theta was no imjnedi- 
ate comment from the Pentagon. 
The committee’s study showed 
that last dept. 30 there were 361 
general and flag officers and 91,- 
061 defense establishment civilians 
stationed in the Washington area 
On April 30, 1945—just before the 
'end of the war in Europe—there 
were 397 general and flag officers 
and 98,071 civilians. 
In 1945 the armed forces to­ 
taled more than 12,000,000 men 
and women. The present strength 
is around 3,500,000. 
Obvious In Casual Way 
Referring to the present situa­ 
tion, the report said:

And he made it clear that he 
believes a southern revolt against 
Truman should not be judged on 
any basis of political loyalty. 
Byrnes’ statements were in di­ 
rect answer to a plea from House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn for south­ 
ern Democrats to remain loyal to 
the Democratic nominee next year 
regardless of who he might be. 
Rayburn threw the southern 
governors conference into a tur­ 
moil last night when he pleaded 
for party loyalty and also sharply 
criticized Republicans.” 
Quits Meeting 
Gov. Theodore R. McKeldin of 
Maryland, 
the lone Republican 
governor at the meeting, stalked 
out in the midst of Rayburn’s 
speech. He later accused Rayburn 
of turning the governors’ anru.il 
state dinner into “a Democratic 
rally of a very low order.” 
Gov. Fielding Wright of Missis­ 
sippi, a strong anti-Truman leader, 
called the speech "a partisan po­ 
litical talk which should never 
have been made” at a governors’ 
conference. 
But Gov. Sid McMath of Arkan­ 
sas, a pro-Truman Democrat and 
a friend of the President, said: “It 
was a good patriotic speech by a 
great statesman and it was made 
at the right time.” 
Rayburn came to the confer­ 
ence as the main speaker. He was 
invited by McMath—the host’ gov­ 
ernor—in an obvious move to 
counteract any possible move by 
the States’ Rights leaders to use 
the meeting as a starting point 
for a “beat Truman” campaign. 
Rayburn, an old friend of the 
President, pleaded for party loyal­ 
ty in the south regardless of who 
the Democratic nominee for presi­ 
dent might be. 
Defends Foreign Policy 
He defended the administra­ 
tion’s foreign policy, its spending 
policy, its tax record and the 
record of the Democrats since 
former President Herbert Hoover 
was defeated in 1932. 
Then he said that Texas never 
would have voted for Hoover for 
president in 1928 (against Catholic 
Al Smith) except for “prejudice 
and bigotry.” He declared his 
state never would go Republican 
again “as long as the people can 
remember the Hoover days.”

BUSINESS GOING ON AS USUAL DURING ALTERATIONS 
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Officials Declare 
They Lack Power 
To Halt Currencies 


Hong Kong, Nov. 13 UP)—Pos­ 
tal and police officials in Hong 
Kong say they are powerless to 
stop the flood of foreign currency 
pouring into Red China to pay 
fines imposed by the Communists. 
American officials say even the 
U. S. cannot stop it without freez­ 
ing dollar remittances to all for­ 
eign countries. 
Here’s how the system works: 
A Chinese in China or Hong 
Kong writes a relative abroad 
asking fear money to aid another 
relative. 
If the letter is from 
China it probably says only that 
the need is desperate. 
If it is 
from Hong Kong it says mother 
(or father, or sister, or brother, 
or uncle) has been arrested—and 
must have $500 (or some other 
sum) right away or be executed 
by the Reds. 
Letters Received 
Such 
extortion 
letters 
have 
been reported received by Chi- 
nese-Americans in Honolulu, San 
Francisco, 
Seattle, 
New 
York, 
Washington, Boston, Wichita and 
other American cities. 
Presum- 
ally the denser Chinese colonies 
in southeast Asia and elsewhere 
have been similarly hit. 
The ransom letters are buried 
In the million or 1,500,000 letters 
a week from Red China to the 
United States. They arrive in 
sealed bags and are loaded on 
U. S. ships. It would be a violation 
of the International Postal Union 
agreement to open the letters. 
Police say they cannot interfere 
even with the small percentage 
of ransom demands written right 
in Hong Kong. 
Not Strictly Applicable 
There is a law against “demand­ 
ing money with menaces.” But po­ 
lice say it isn’t strictly applicable. 
The ransom letters are written by 
relatives. One official said it’s 
“like the college student writing 
his family for money.” 
Anyway, police say they can act 
only if someone in Hong Kong 
will complain. Hong Kong Chinese 
haven't complained. 
American officials say a ban on 
sending U. S. dollars to Red China 
would not do any good, explain­ 
ing:“Once 
a 
dollar 
leaves 
the 
States, there’s absolutely no way 
of keeping it out of Red China. If 
necessary, the money can go all 
around the world, but it will get 
there eventually. 
“The only way to stop this 
racket would be for the U. S. and 
every other country to ban all for­ 
eign remittances and that obvi­ 
ously is impossible.’*

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ACTION ON HOOVER REFORMS 
The Hoover Commission’s recommenda­ 
tions on government reorganization and 
economy were among the boldest and most 
hopeful proposals ever offered for the bet­ 
terment of our federal system. 
In the beginning, both the President and 
Congress seemed to realize this, and they 
moved energetically and with some courage 
to put these recommendations in force. By 
the time the 81st Congress was well into its 
second year, half the program had been 
adopted, and savings of consequence were 
foreseen. 
At this juncture, however, the streamlin­ 
ing drive gradually bogged down. Mr. Tru­ 
man sent up to Capitol Hill certain propos­ 
als which were modified with apparent po­ 
litical intent. The lawmakers balked at 
these, and then stubbornly refused to ap­ 
prove other important features of the com­ 
mission plan. 
The 82nd Congress, which convened this 
J anuary, allowed the unfinished portion of 
the program to languish in the backwaters. 
Nothing was done. 
Thus we stand, with perhaps the most 
vital half of the Hoover proposals still await­ 
ing action nearly three years after their 
original presentation. 
If we can believe the cheerful supporters 
of the program, additional savings rising 
ultin\ately to from $3 billion to $5 billion 
could be realized by carrying it through. 
Whichever measure you take, it means 
greater value from the taxpaying dollar, per­ 
haps some day a smaller tax burden. 
This is no dull academic matter of inter­ 
est only to students of efficient government. 
It concerns every American who is worried 
over the course of federal spending. With 
defense, foreign aid, pensions and debt re­ 
quiring huge outlays that simply cannot be 
escaped, there is almost no hope for real 
savings except through a wholesale mod­ 
ernization of our creaky, jerry-built govern­ 
ment structure. 
Each sound advance made should contrib­ 
ute to a result that one day will mean more 
money in your pocket. You therefore have a 
right to expect action, both from the Presi­ 
dent and from Congress. This is the perfect 
opportunity for the lawmakers to demon­ 
strate their oft-expressed affection for 
economy. 
If they do not act affirmatively, you may 
be sure they are yielding to pressures from 
those who have a vested interest in fat gov­ 
ernment— in waste, duplication, of effort, 
over-expansion and mismanagement. 
A governing body which feels itself pow­ 
erless to control or reduce its expanding 
girth is a danger to its country and to the 
democratic system it seeks to make effective. 
The voters of America will mark care­ 
fully how their representatives meet this 
problem in 1952. The testing time is nearly 
at hand for the men who shout so much and 
do so little for economy. 


HISTORY OF TREATIES 
In 3,865 years there have been 8,250 peace 
treaties and only 323 years of complete 
peace, according to a Paris newspaper. Pes­ 
simists may point to the figures as proof of 
their contention that man’s nature is war­ 
like and that his efforts to find peaceful set­ 
tlements of his differences are doomed to 
failure. 
Undoubtedly some of these 8,250 treaties 
of peace were sighted by nations which never 
intended to abide by them. But what of the 
countless idealists who approached the con­ 
ference tables with the high hope that their 
treaties would banish war? Were these men 
fools, unlearned in or unconcerned with the 
history of previous failures of treaties? Or 
did they believe so firmly in man’s ability to 
learn and to profit by mistakes that they 
rejected cynicism to make one more effort, 
undeterred by past failures? 
Treaties are, after all, only the record of 
the intentions of those who signed them. A 
■treaty’s power to maintain peace is only as 
strong as the faith and the integrity of the 
nations which made it. Throughout history 
men have continued to make these attempts,

THE SCARSDALE LADIES 
Those who devote themselves to the battle of 
fighting the infiltration of Communists into the life 
of the American people find their opposition in 
most unusual places. 
Often, it is the rich, the 
upper middle class so-called Liberals who run in­ 
terference against the anti-Communists. 
Often 
they do not quite know why they do it, although 
their stqted objective is to have both sides of every 
question heard, which is laudable enough. Usually 
it works out that only one side is heard, namely, 
that of the sleep propagandist for the liberal or 
internationalist position. 
The anti-Communist is 
smeared as pro-Fascist, as a crackpot, or as of bad 
char acter. 
For 34 years, we have been hearing the Com­ 
munist side in a rising crescendo of opposition to 
the United States and to every principle of Ameri­ 
can life. 
President Truman stated this phase of 
the problem adequately in his 3peech last Wednes­ 
day night. Even he, who has bent over backwards 
trying to find a way to peace with Russia and who 
once referred to Alger Hiss as a red-herring, is 
wearying of the tactics of Russia and her support­ 
ers. 
Now appears a curious situation. 
The New 
York State Federation of Women’s Clubs invited 
Rabbi Benjamin Schultz of the American J ewish 
League against Communist to address their con­ 
vention on November 15. The Scarsdale Woman’s 
Club, which consists of ladies in the better-heeled 
economic group, objected to Rabbi Schultz being 
the sole speaker on a subject involving our schools, 
they desiring a debate instead of a lecture. They 
would not entrust so serious a matter solely to an 
anti-Communist. 
Their opposition arose from the fact that Rabbi 
Schultz is known to believe that there has been a 
Communist infiltration into the schools and that 
textbooks have been written in such a manner that 
the United States is presented to our children, in 
language and ideas which weaken their love of 
country, and that Soviet Russia is often extolled. 
This battle has been fought before in Scarsdale 
and won by the Liberals. 
The merits of Rabbi Schultz’s position on 
schools and textbooks need not be discussed here. 
What is significant is that while it seems to be pos­ 
sible to present the so-called Liberal side of the 
case freely, whenever the strongly anti-Communist 
side is advocated, opposition arises. This does not 
mean that the opposition to Rabbi Schultz are Com­ 
munists, nor even that it is not sound to have a de­ 
bate, or a dozen debates, on the subject. Our chil­ 
dren are involved and their mental and spiritual 
health is as important as keeping them in a rich 
suburb away from the germ-ridden city. 
It does mean that there is a one-way rule here, 
namely, that those who are aggressive in the anti- 
Communist fight find personal opposition in un­ 
usual places and also are smeared for their pains. 
Few have been as vilely and as unfairly smeared as 
Rabbi Schultz. 
I asked the Scarsdale club for their position in 
the matter. They repliea: 
“ Thank you for your telegram of November 
flfht. 
We do not wish to comment for the press 
on a matter under discussion between a membered 
club and the New York State Federation. 
. 
Scarsdale Women’s Club.’’ 
The next day, a carefully prepared account ap­ 
peared in “ The New York Times,” a large part of 
which was devoted to an attack on the character 
and career of Rabbi Schultz. It would appear from 
that account that those who objected to the rabbi 
lecturing on public schools and textbook's before 
these ladies were more annoyed with his violent 
anti-communism than with his prospective speech. 
The late Rabbi Stephen S. Wise was quoted on the 
subject of Communist baiting as though that were 
a criminal offense. 
This is but one example of a tendency to class 
active anti-Communists as crackpots or queers or 
something horrible by Libeals who still seem not to 
know that Russia is our enemy, that infiltration 
into our public life is being used as a weapon, that 
many textbooks have presented the wrong position 
to our children and that our peril is that the will 
to defend our country against this virulent enemy 
is being weakened. 
This weakness is apparent in 
the continued unwillingness of many educated and 
otherwise knowing persons to recognize infiltration 
and propaganda as weapons of the war against this 
country. 
Sometimes I wonder whether these so-called 
Liberals are truly liberal in their attitude or em­ 
ploy a smiling guise to make the fight against 
weakening ideologies too unpleasant to pursue.

LATEST TREATMENT FOR ACNE 
When outstanding skin specialists, who have 
treated a disease for many years by a method that 
gave such excellent results that it became the 
routine or regular treatment for this disease, de­ 
cide to try out an entirely new method for at least 
a year, something about this new method must have 
appeared logical. I am referring to that common 
embarrassing distressing skin disease, acne. 
In the J ournal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Drs. George C. Andrews; Anthony N. Do- 
monkos and Charles F. Post, Presbyterian Hospital, 
New York city, state that prior to the use of this 
new method of treatment—antibiotics (germ killing 
drugs) and estrogenic substances (sex gland ex­ 
tracts)—X-ray treatment was foutinely used on 
practically all cases of acne and was considered es­ 
sential.

In regard to food, the foods that must be avoid­ 
ed are fatty and fried foods and sweets, nuts, 
cheese, ice cream, egg yolk, chocolate. Foods to be 
eaten are fruits, cereals, meat and vegetables. 
Emotional disturbances are an important factor 
in acne, as ran be expected at the puberty age. 
In regara to local treatment, it is recommended 
that the skin be first cleansed with alcohol in ad­ 
dition to the use of soap and water, morning, noon 
and night, and then local treatment applied. 
Drs. Andrews, Domonkos and Post do not rec­ 
ommend that estrogen of sex gland treatment be 
the sole or only treatment for acne, but the above 
method cured or improved 94 per cent of their 
series of cases.

The prison sen­ 
tence was remitted, not as of 
right, but because of Rumely’s 
age. 
Flynn’s 
book, 
entitled 
“ The 
Road Ahead,” is strong, clear and 
truthful. It traces Great Britain’s 
tragic 
progress 
from 
personal 
freedom and national strength to 
personal 
serfdom and 
national 
poverty under a muddled Social­ 
ist bureaucracy. 
It warned us 
that we were treading the same 
course with the Democratic party 
playing the same role of host to 
the Socialists that the Liberal 
party played in Britain. Flynn 
drew the deadly parallel between 
the conduct of the unions in both 
countries and pointed out that 
Walter Reuther and David Du- 
binsky, our most aggressive So­ 
cialist unioneers, were leaders of 
the American phase of this revo­ 
lution.

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ACTION ON HOOVER REFORMS 
The Hoover Commission’s recommenda­ 
tions on government reorganization and 
economy were among the boldest and most 
hopeful proposals ever offered for the bet­ 
terment of our federal system. 
In the beginning, both the President and 
Congress seemed to realize this, and they 
moved energetically and with some courage 
to put these recommendations in force. By 
the time the 81st Congress was well into its 
second year, half the program had been 
adopted, and savings of consequence were 
foreseen. 
At this juncture, however, the streamlin­ 
ing drive gradually bogged down. Mr. Tru­ 
man salt up to Capitol Hill certain propos­ 
als which were modified with apparent po­ 
litical intent. The lawmakers balked at 
these, and then stubbornly refused to ap­ 
prove other important features of the com­ 
mission plan. 
Tho 82nd Congress, which convened this 
January, allowed the unfinished portion of 
the program to languish in the backwaters. 
Nothing was done. 
Thus we stand, with perhaps the most 
vital half of the Hoover proposals still await­ 
ing action nearly three years after their 
original presentation. 
If we can believe the cheerful supporters 
of the program, additional savings rising 
uitinvately to from $3 billion to $5 billion 
could be realized by carrying it through. 
Whichever measure you take, it means 
greater value from the taxpaying dollar, per­ 
haps some day a smaller tax burden. 
This is no dull academic matter of inter­ 
est only to students of efficient government. 
It concerns every American who is worried 
over the course of federal spending. With 
defense, foreign aid, pensions and debt re­ 
quiring huge outlays that simply cannot be 
escaped, there is almost no hope for real 
savings except through a wholesale mod­ 
ernization of our creaky, jerry-built govern­ 
ment structure. 
Each sound advance made should contrib­ 
ute to a result that one day will mean more 
money in your pocket. You therefore have a 
right to expect action, both from the Presi­ 
dent and from Congress. This is the perfect 
opportunity for the lawmakers to demon­ 
strate their oft-expressed affection for 
economy. 
If they do not act affirmatively, you may 
be sure they are yielding to pressures from 
those who have a vested interest in fat gov­ 
ernment— in waste, duplication, of effort, 
over-expansion and mismanagement. 
A governing body which feels itself pow­ 
erless to control or reduce its expanding 
girth is a danger to its country and to the 
democratic system it seeks to make effective. 
The voters of America will mark care­ 
fully how their representatives meet this 
problem in 1952. The testing time is nearly 
at hand for the men who shout so much and 
do so little for economy. 


HISTORY OF TREATIES 
In 3,865 years there have been 8,250 peace 
treaties and only 323 years of complete 
peace, according to a Paris newspaper. Pes­ 
simists may point to the figures as proof of 
their contention that man’s nature is war­ 
like and that his efforts to find peaceful set­ 
tlements of his differences are doomed to 
failure. 
Undoubtedly some of these 8,250 treaties 
of peace were sighted by nations which never 
intended to abide by them. But what of the 
countless idealists who approached the con­ 
ference tables with the high hope that their 
treaties would banish war? Were these men 
fools, unlearned in or unconcerned with the 
history of previous failures of treaties? Or 
did they believe so firmly in man’s ability to 
learn and to profit by mistakes that they 
rejected cynicism to make one more effort, 
undeterred by past failures? 
Treaties are, after all, only the record of 
the intentions of those who signed them. A

THE SCARSDALE LADIES 
Those who devote themselves to the battle of 
fighting the infiltration of Communists into the life 
of the American people find their opposition in 
most unusual places. 
Often, it is the rich, the 
upper middle class so-called Liberals who run in­ 
terference against the anti-Communists. 
Often 
they do not quite know why they do it, although 
their stated objective is to have both sides of every 
question heard, which is laudable enough. Usually 
it works out that only one side is heard, namely, 
that of the sleep propagandist for the liberal or 
internationalist position.

For 34 years, we have been hearing the Com­ 
munist side in a rising crescendo of opposition to 
the United States and to every principle of Ameri­ 
can life. 
President Truman stated this phase of 
the problem adequately in his speech last Wednes­ 
day night. Even he, who has bent over backwards 
trying to find a way to peace with Russia and who 
once referred to Alger Hiss as a red-herring, is 
wearying of the tactics of Russia and her support­ 
ers. 
Now appears a curious situation. 
The New 
York State Federation of Women s Clubs invited 
Rabbi Benjamin Schultz of the American Jewish 
League against Communist to address their con­ 
vention on November 15. The Scarsdale Woman’s 
Club, which consists of ladies in the better-heeled 
economic group, objected to Rabbi Schultz being 
the sole speaker on a subject involving our schools, 
they desiring a debate instead of a lecture. They 
would not entrust so serious a matter solely to an 
anti-Communist. 
Their opposition arose from the fact that Rabbi 
Schultz is known to believe that there has been a 
Communist infiltration into the schools and that 
textbooks have been written in such a manner that 
the United States is presented to our children, in 
language and ideas which weaken their love of 
country, and that Soviet Russia is often extolled. 
This battle has been fought before in Scarsdale 
and won by the Liberals. 
The merits of Rabbi Schultz's position on 
schools and textbooks need not be discussed here. 
What is significant is that while it seems to be pos­ 
sible to present the so-called Liberal side of the 
case freely, whenever the strongly anti-Communist 
side is advocated, opposition arises. This does not 
mean that the opposition to Rabbi Schultz are Com­ 
munists, nor even that it is not sound to have a de­ 
bate, or a dozen debates, on the subject. Our chil­ 
dren are involved and their mental and spiritual 
health is as important as keeping them in a rich 
suburb away from the germ-ridden city. 
It does mean that there is a one-way rule here, 
namely, that those who are aggressive in the anti­ 
communist fight find personal opposition in un­ 
usual places and also are smeared for their pains. 
Few have been as vilely and as unfairly smeared as 
Rabbi Schultz. 
I asked the Scarsdale club for their position in 
the matter. They replica: 
“Thank you for your telegram of November 
flfht. 
We do not wish to comment for the press 
on a matter under discussion between a membered 
club and the New York State Federation. 
. 
Scarsdale Women's Club/' 
The next day, a carefully prepared account ap­ 
peared in ‘The New York 1111161,” a large part of 
which was devoted to an attack on the character 
and career of Rabbi Schultz. It would appear from 
that account that those who objected to the rabbi 
lecturing on public schools and textbooks before 
these ladies were more annoyed with his violent 
anti-communism than with his prospective speech. 
The late Rabbi Stephen S. Wise was quoted on the 
subject of Communist baiting aa though that were 
a criminal offense. 
This is but one example of a tendency to class 
active anti-Communists as crackpots or queers or 
something horrible by Libeals who still seem not to 
know that Russia is our enemy, that infiltration 
into our public life is being used as a weapon, that 
many textbooks have presented the wrong position 
to our children and that our peril is that the will 
to defend our country against this virulent enemy 
is being weakened. 
This weakness is apparent in 
the continued unwillingness of many educated and 
otherwise knowing persons to recognize infiltration 
and propaganda as weapons of the war against this 
country. 
Sometimes I wonder whether these so-called 
Liberals are truly liberal in their attitude or em­ 
ploy a smiling guise to make the fight against 
weakening ideologies too unpleasant to pursue.

LATEST TREATMENT FOR ACNE 
When outstanding skin specialists, who have 
treated a disease for many years by a method that 
gave such excellent results that it became the 
routine or regular treatment for this disease, de­ 
cide to try out an entirely new method for at least 
a year, something about this new method must have 
appeared logical. I am referring to that common 
embarrassing distressing skin disease, acne.

Emotional disturbances are an important factor 
in acne, as o n be expected at the puberty age. 
In regard to local treatment, it is recommended 
that the skin be first cleansed with alcohol In ad­ 
dition to the use of soap and water, morning, noon 
and night, and then local treatment applied. 
Drs. Andrews, Domonkos and Post do not rec­ 
ommend that estrogen of sex gland treatment be 
the sole or only treatment for acne, but the above 
method cured or improved 94 per cent of their 
series of cases.

Washington—Three figures in 
three different parts of the world 
last week pointed up the story of 
the world’s hopes, its pains, its 
fears. 
Figure No. I was a young girl 
whose courage and graciousness 
won great sympathy, but who in 
a way seemed a little sad—because 
she represents a once-great em­ 
pire which has seen its best days 
and now has to lean heavily on 
wealthy cousins and its Dominion 
children. 
Figure No. 2 was an aged, val­ 
iant, prime minister, returned to 
office at the-riftge of 76 to guide 
the limping destinies of a country 
whose stock market skidded to 
alarming low’s in a virtual vote of 
no confidence in even his ability 
to cope with his nation’s crisis. 
Fgure No. 3 was an American 
soldier who flew home from Europe 
to report on his difficult, discour­ 
aging task of building up an army 
to defend countries so war weary 
they would almost prefer to be 
conquered than to fight. 
Of the three, Winston Church­ 
ill represented a brave attempt to 
revive private enterprise in an 
area slowly being engulfed in red 
tape and regulation; Priness Eliz­ 
abeth represented the brave at­ 
tempt of the next generation to 
cope with problems which their 
elders have so miserably failed to 
solve; 
and General Eisenhower 
represented the thesis that from 
armed might is derived peace. 
All three, however, were sym­ 
bols of hope—tired, discouraged, 
lagging hope, it is true, put never­ 
theless hope. 
Money and Hope 
That hope in each case, however 
was based on virtually the same 
foundation—money from the U.S. 
Eisenhower has to have more 
American money if he is to suc­ 
ceed in rearming Europe. Church­ 
ill will desperately need two bil­ 
lions if British finances are not to 
reach the vanishing point. And it 
was part of the Princess’ job to 
help create the goodwill so nec­ 
essary for Amcrican-British eco­ 
nomic cooperation. 
However, money is not inex­ 
haustible. Furthermore, it is only 
a temporary palliative. And while 
more money will be necessary to 
bolster British finances and Euro­ 
pean armament, it is time we 
worked out long-range plans that 
will give our European friends 
permanent hope — not cash-and- 
carry hope.

As a result of my two visits to 
Europe this year I would like* to 
urge two deep-rooted and perma­ 
nent changes for Europe. 
Both 
are purely American. 
They are 
two of the great principles that 
have made us great, and without 
them I do not think Europe can 
long survive. 
One is a United States of Eu­ 
rope. 
Two is applying the Declaration 
of Independence to Europe. 
No European Equality 
Proposing that these be applied 
to Europe may sound like pious 
preaching, but when ,you ^don’t 
have equality and unity, you can­ 
not build a firm foundation of 
peace and free government. 
Un­ 
fortunately, 
equality, 
the basic 
guarantee of the Declaration of 
Independence, 
simply 
does 
not 
exist in Europe. 
It exists politi­ 
cally in France and some other 
countries, but it does not exist 
economically. 
A man is born to 
a certain economic level, and in 
most countries there he usually 
stays. 
If your mother was a 
servant in England, the chances 
arf you will be a servant, too# If 
your father worked at a certain 
trade in Italy, the chances are 
you would not be able to rise 
above his status—unless you mi­ 
grated to the United States. 
Thus the great mass of the peo­ 
ple, stuck in one groove, with 
little chance of improving them­ 
selves, abandon hope. 
That is why communism, full of 
wonderful though phony promises 
of a bright, new horizon, brings 
hope—plus European converts by 
the thousands. „ 
Meanwhile we have sat on our 
hands and failed to sell the great­ 
est creed we have—the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
We have 
passed out billions in dollars and 
material things, but hardly two 
cents worth of spiritual, cultural 
or philosophical things. 
We 
have 
rebuilt 
factories, 
helped 
big 
business, 
but 
have 
failed completely to attach any 
of the basic principles of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence regard­ 
ing lush profits or workmen’s op­ 
portunities. 
United States of Europe 
Point No. I, the United States 
of Europe, is indirectly the chief 
reason General Eisenhower flew 
back to Washington. 
For in. trying to build up a 
European army, he has had to put 
the cart before the horse. He has 
Believe ii or Not/ 
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been 
like 
George 
Washington, 
who tried to draft ttye Revolution­ 
ary army from the thirteen colo­ 
nies. 
Each colony reserved the 
right to decide how many men it 
would send to fight the British, 
how muck they would be paid and 
when they would be mustered out. 
Washington had no control over 
them except the appeal to pa­ 
triotism. 
Likewise with Eisenhower. He 
has no more control over the 
number of troops France will 
send him than General Washing­ 
ton had over the size of the Penn­ 
sylvania , militia. 
Out of Washington’s experience 
with the 13 colonies, there was 
gradually forged a United States 
of America. And out of Eisenhow­ 
er’s experience there may emerge 
a United States of Europe. 
However, he needs a lot of po­ 
litical help from the State De­ 
partment, from the British, and 
from American public opinion— 
help which he isn’t getting. 
For instance, he has been try­ 
ing to get the French to build jet 
engines in their own factories, 
but using British blueprints. He 
argues 
that 
the 
British 
have 
about the best jet engine in the 
world, so there is no use having 
the French spend a year fussing 
over new plans to develop their 
own engine. Ike wants produc­ 
tion right now. The French have 
the factories, but also they have 
the national pride that demands 
that they develop their own blue­ 
prints. 
~ 
Disastrous Pride 
This illustration could be du­ 
plicated a dozen times. The chief 
reason Europe remains economic­ 
ally unstable, unsound and with­ 
out our support would be bank­ 
rupt, is the conflicting criss-cross 
of boundaries, customs barriers, 
and national prides which de­ 
mand a steel industry for both 
France and Belgium, when one 
industry in one country could 
easily supply both countries. 
The United States is the only 
nation in the world which has’ 
solved the problem of federal 
government while preserving a 
fair degree of states rights. A 
similar federal unity is what Eu­ 
rope needs more than anything 
else. 
Without it her people know 
there will be unemployment, hu­ 
man misery and eventually war. 
But with it and with the equality 
of human endeavor inherent in 
our Declaration of Independence, 
Europe can have genuine, not 
cash-and-carry hope. And with 
hope, the phony promises of com­ 
munism fade away. 
These two American principles 
will not be easy to sell Europe, 
but the alternative is a continual 
flow of loans across the Atlan­ 
tic, plus a continual flow of troops 
—until the American people ei­ 
ther rebel or are sucked dry and 
bled white.

S. S. Caronia — Dr. Edward 
Rumely, a tireless propagandist, 
has been sentenced, to prison and 
fined for distributing a patriotic 
document written by John T. 
Flynn and published by Devin- 
Adair of Chicago. The prison sen­ 
tence was remitted, not as of 
right, but because of Rumely’s 
age. 
Flynn’s 
book, 
entitled 
“The 
Road Ahead,” is strong, clear and' 
truthful. It traces Great Britain's 
tragic 
progress 
from 
personal 
freedom and national strength to 
personal 
serfdom and 
national 
poverty under a muddled Social­ 
ist bureaucracy. 
It warned us 
that we were treading the same 
course with the Democratic party 
playing the same role of host to 
the Socialists that the Liberal 
party played in Britain. Flynn 
drew the deadly parallel between 
the conduct of the unions in both 
countries and pointed out that 
Walter Reuther and David Du- 
binsky, our most aggressive So­ 
cialist unioneers, were leaders of 
the American phase of this revo­ 
lution. 
Flynn’s 
book got the silent 
treatment by those New York 
papers which always advertise 
with lavish praise books, however 
trashy and vulnerable, by propa­ 
gandists of the Socialist-Commu­ 
nist line. 
There is a powerful 
conspiracy at work in our coun­ 
try which tipped its hand again 
when a Pennsylvania • congress­ 
man named Frank Buchanan, a 
cheap swindler long in league 
with , a 
gang 
of 
slot-machine 
racketeers, organized a special 
committee of the House to in­ 
vestigate “lobbying.” There was 
a hidden force pushing Buchan­ 
an. Its purpose was to persecute 
selected victims and make the 
rest of us afraid to speak out 
against the Socialist conspiracy. 
Many subsidized l e t t e r - h e a d 
fronts have been operating for 
years and making free use of the 
congressional franks of Senator 
Murray, of Montana, and a dozen 
left-wing members of the House. 
Isidore 
Lipschutz, 
a 
diamond 
dealer from 
Belgium, 
operates 
two of these fronts and uses these 
congressional franks for this ul­ 
terior purpose without ever ap­ 
pearing in the scene himself. 
I exposed Lipschutz but Bu­ 
chanan just went on hounding 
Rumely and the Democratic par­ 
ty’s Department of ^Justice con­ 
victed him on 
a trumped up 
charge of contempt of Congress. 
Many congressmen were ready 
to testify that Rumely had not 
offended Congress. All Rumely 
did was refuse to expose the 
names of thousands of persons 
to whom, as manager of a modest 
patriotic propaganda society, he 
had furnished cut-rate copies of 
a great political document, “The 
Road Ahead.” He refused because 
he knew Congress didn’t care 
who had bought, this book. He 
knew the plotters behind Buchan­ 
an bad despaired of stealing his 
lists out of his office, a common 
practice of secret terroristic so­ 
cieties. He knew that some of the 
vicious sneaks employed by one 
of Lipschutz’s private gestapos 
had boasted under oath of steal­ 


ing private records from loyal 
Americans who had hired them 
as confidential office employes. 
Rumely knew that if he gave Bu­ 
chanan his lists bn would be ex­ 
posing thousands of decent citi­ 
zens to secret reprisals. That ic 
why he refused and that is why 
he was persecuted on a spurious 
charge of contempt. 
Buchanan died, but not before 
he had been exposed as a cheap 
swindler and had declined to 
challenge the facts. Why he had 
lent himself to this dark conspir­ 
acy I could not learn. He * was 
not intellectual. He was not a 
Communist nor a Socialist. He 
was not even a consistent Demo­ 
crat. He had been a Republican 
some years before. Maybe one of 
Lipschutz's gum-shoe men had 
uncovered his past and put the 
heat on him. 
Flynn has taken bad punish­ 
ment for his opposition to Roose­ 
velt, and his masterly explana­ 
tion of the similarity between the 
British and American socialist 
movements. The Socialists could 
get nowhere as Socialists. So 
they sneaked themselves into es­ 
tablished political parties with 
strong prestige to do an inside 
job. In both cases they have made 
use of big union organizations. 
The result is that, today, mil­ 
lions of patriotic American work-, 
ers hate unions because they have 
been identified with every poli­ 
tical debacle in Europe and Brit­ 
ain in the last 35 years. The 
unions always show up on the 
enemy’s side, shooting, looting, 
burning. And the working people, 
the true living body of labor, 
always suffer most. 
For ten years, Flynn couldn’t 
find a publisher to produce a 
book, although he had been a 
noted scholar on historical, social, 
and political topics long before 
Roosevelt. 
He certainly hadn’t 
lost his authority or his clear, ve­ 
hement style. 
Nevertheless, he 
was silenced. 
There may be a 
clue in a recent revelation by a 
typical New Deal political bore, 
one Karl Schriftgeiser, who wrote 
a book on the Buchanan Commit­ 
tee. 
Schriftgeiser 
arbitrarily 
condemned Flynn’s “Road Ahead” 
although his writing suffers by 
comparison. 
Schriftgeiser 
re­ 
vealed that Roosevelt long aga, 
wrote a letter to Wilbur Cross, 
one time governor of Connecticut, 
demanding that Flynn be sup­ 
pressed 
because 
he 
criticized 
Roosevelt and 
his works. The 
same New York book reviewers 
who give Flynn the silent treat­ 
ment gave Schriftgeiser a grand 
build-up, although he ignored Bu­ 
chanan’s shady character and the 
proof that Lipschutz had used a 
dozen congressional franks to mail 
great quantities of political prop­ 
aganda at the taxpayers’ expense. 
I just thought I would get this 
information to you before I start 
writing about developments bn 
this side of the water, including 
the stealthy organization of an in­ 
dependent, world-wide “State De­ 
partment” with socialist political 
ramifications by Dave Dubinsky 
and Walter Reuther.

Just the other day, some of the 
ladies called me over to the rum­ 
mage sale across the street so 
that I could wind a clock for 
them with one of my old keys of 
which I happen to have several.

The parts which interest me are 
the trims, like antler heads of 
four and five points, cuckoo hands,

birds. The birds are hand carved, 
hand painted with moveable wings 
fend tongue at $2.50 each.

have many items which are a 
mystery *to me, like the bellows, 
“Your 
bellows-releathered $1.25 
each.”

Geisha Girls Are 
On Strike, Fight 
Employer Lockout 


By O LEN CLEM EN TS 
Tokyo, Nov. 13 
—There are 
two kinds of Geisha girls in Japan 
—one sings. 
Hie other kind sings, dances 
and lingers a while. 
Both types work from a sort of 
communal boarding house and are 
on call to restaurants, clubs or 
homes—for a price. 
Their greatest enemies are Jap­ 
anese wives. 
Geisha is an age-old Japanese 
custom. But .it may be on the way 
out, although the girls insist not 
yet. 
. They formed a union. 
Last week in Omiya, a suburb 
of Tokyo, 60 pretty, kimono-clad 
geishas went on strike. Right in 
the middle of their entertainment. 
Employers wanted them to work 
from a registration center, not the 
postwar boarding house. 
The gilds carried placards pro­ 
claiming, ! "we, the laborers, de­ 
mand—” 
Imports From Tokyo 
Employers rushed in a new 
batch of .'geishas from Tokyo and 
the shows went on. They locked 
out tjie striking girls. 
The union instructed the geishas 
to oppose "mizuten”—a sort of 
carefree Way of spending an eve­ 
ning, and to stick to singing and 
dancing and to fight, fight, fight. 
The girls strummed their sami­ 
sens 
(three-stringed lutes) and 
howled that central registration 
was a return to the occupation- 
outlawed system of “kemban”— 
central registration for quick calls. 
Whqn the occupation ruled out 
kemban. Japanese employers re­ 
taliated by adopting the geishas or 
giving them jobs as maids. 
Rich geisha patrons paid off the 
girls* debts and set them up as 
their mistresses. 
The wives don’t like it. 
The wealthy patrons around the 
end of this month will begin hiring 
theatres, dance halls and clubs for 
solo recitals of their geisha pro­ 
teges. It is a Japanese custom. 
The fight is on. So is the geisha 
season.

Churchill to Biggest Disappointment of Career

other man in British public life 
may know the psychology of the 
American people but unless he is 
posted on the latest trends of opin­ 
ion in the United States his forth­ 
coming visit to President Truman 
may be the worst disappointment 
of his career. 
There are several important 
phases of the Anglo-American sit­ 
uation on which the British prime 
minister will want to be briefed 
and the most recent of these is a 
developing antagonism a g a i n s t 
lending or granting any more 
money than has already been ap­ 
propriated for aid to Europe. 
Rightly or wrongly, the impres­ 
sion has been developing that 
Churchill took over a Labor gov­ 
ernment receivership and is com­ 
ing to America to get help in reor­ 
ganizing Britain’s whole economic 
system and that he. is .counting 
heavily on the support of Ameri­ 
can conservatives who presumably 
are jubilant that a socialist re­ 
gime has been defeated in Britain. 
But many of these same con­ 
servatives are isolationist at heart 
and, seeing the high taxes on in­ 
comes and corporations, are more 
anxious than ever to curb the flow 
of aid to Europe. The Truman ad­ 
ministration basically has been 
closer and more sympathetic to 
British policies than have the Re­ 
publicans. The Democrats on the 
other hafld are today a bit cool to­ 
ward the conservative policies that 
Churchill might bring back. 
So 
the prime minister comes to a 
house not as hospitable politically 
as it has been before.

When J ohn J ones, priv ate citi­ 
zen, goes to his bank to borrow 
a thousand dollars, he is often 
put through a social, economic 
and 
moral 
ex amination. 
The 
banker may hav e some embar­ 
rassing family questions to ask. 
Or the borrower’s financial abil­ 
ity to repay the loan on time may 
be of prime importance. 
And 
there’s alway s the chance that 
there is something sfiady about 
the loan. 
Thousand dollar loans are fre­ 
quently character adv ances. This 
being the case, a banker’s dili­ 
gence can’t be too searching. His 
ex tensions of credit carry great 
responsibility . On a national basis 
its implications are tremendous. 
During my undergraduate day s, 
I borrowed $1,500 ov er a period 
of four y ears from sound coun­ 
try bankers. They limited me to 
$100 a loan; my father had to 
sign each note. When my loans 
totalled $1,000, they suggested I 
take out a $2,000 life insurance 
policy with my father the bene­ 
ficiary . 
Limiting my loans to $100 a 
time (sometimes they were $5 0) 
was ex cellent procedure. It cur­ 
tailed my spending. In fact, oc­ 
casionally the bankers asked for 
proof that the money was going 
for college essentials. Mv father 
alway s saw to that. 
But the 
bankers wanted to be sure. 
So, y ears ago, I learned first 
hand that the lending of money 
should rest on solid foundations. 
I learned that borrowed dollars 
spent 
for economic foolishness, 
inefficiency , wastefulness and cor­ 
ruption were monies badly han­ 
dled. 
* 
* 
* 
Uncle Sam is borrowing billions 
of dollars. One of the Democratic 
senators in Washington believ es 
that for the nex t fiscal y ear— 
J uly 1, 19 52 to J uly 1, 19 53— 
eighteen thousand million dollars 
(18 -billions, briefly stated) 
will 
hav e to be borrowed. 
.Where are the niceties of pri­ 
v ate borrowing in that picture? 
One can’t discov er them, that’s 
all. Gov ernment spending has got 
out of hand. And with 
it, 
tax ­ 
ation and borrowing. 
It is so, so easy for Uncle Sam 
to borrow money . T h at. is what 
is knocking the integrity out of 
the dollar. I don’t believ e that one 
per cent of the people in Ameri­ 
ca 
knowns 
the origin 
of 
our 
money . 
Well, here is a little lesson for 
the other 9 9 percent. On August 
31, 19 51, there were $24,9 37 ,000,- 
000 of Federal 
Reserv enotes 
in 
circulation. That constitutes the 
bulk of the money in 
America. 
Silv er coins, minor coin, silv er 
certificates make up only about 
three billions. 
What is the backing of these 
Federal Reserv e 
notes? 
Among 
other credit 
instruments, 
direct 
obligations of the United States— 
bonds sold to pay Uncle Sam’s 
bills. 
Now, Congress and the Admin­ 
istration in Washington hav e tre­ 
mendous economic powers. They 
pass 
huge 
appropriation 
bills. 
They pass high tax measures. And 
when they run deep, deep into the 
red and hav e to raise billions upon 
billions of dollars to pay the bills, 
they enact deficit financing laws. 
Deficit 
financing 
necessitates 
borrowing. You, the reader, may 
buy one of these bonds. Later on 
y ou may need the money and y ou 
turn it in to y our bank for cash. 
Your bank may 
also 
need 
the 
money that the deficit financing 
bond represents. If so, this bond 
may go right to the central Re­ 
serv e bank where Federal Reserv e 
notes (America’s principal money ) 
are handed out. Federal Reserv e 
Banks are banks of issue. 
Deficit financing in other words, 
can be the means of flooding the 
country with 
billions upon bil­ 
lions of paper money , secured by 
obligations created to pay bills of 
a thousand v arieties and some of 


them with bad social, 
economic 
and ev en moral foundations. 
As I hav e said, I don’t believ e 
one person in 100 in America can 
intelligently ex plain the origin of 
our principal money —the Federal 
Reserv e note. If more people un­ 
derstood the v icious economic con­ 
sequences of wild spending, deficit 
financing and dollar creation, we 
would hav e a Congress and an 
Administration of a different com­ 
plex ion. 
A $257 ,000,000,000 Federal debt 
has flooded America with dollars, 
imposed frightful tax es on our 
btst pedple and 
most 
efficiently 
managed corporations and forced 
wages and prices higher and high­ 
er. 
Would that Federal borrowing 
might hav e some of the founda­ 
tions of priv ate borrowing or, to 
put it another way , that $1,000 
and $1,000,000,000 loans had some­ 
thing in common. 


More Counterfeiting

When John Jones, private citi­ 
zen, goes to his bank to borrow 
a thousand dollars, he is often 
put through a social, economic 
and 
moral 
examination. 
The 
banker may have some embar­ 
rassing family questions to ask. 
Or the borrower’s financial abil­ 
ity to repay the loan on time may 
be of prime importance. 
And 
there’s always the chance that 
there is something shady about 
the loan. 
Thousand dollar loans are fre­ 
quently character advances. This 
being the case, a banker’s dili­ 
gence can’t be too searching. His 
extensions of credit carry great 
responsibility. On a national basis 
its implications are tremendous. 
During my undergraduate days, 
I borrowed $1,500 over a period 
of four years from sound coun­ 
try bankers. They limited me to 
$100 a loan; my father had to 
sign each note. When my loans 
totalled $1,000, they suggested I 
take out a $2,000 life insurance 
policy with my father the bene­ 
ficiary. 
Limiting my loans to $100 a 
time (sometimes they were $50) 
w u excellent procedure. It cur­ 
tailed my spending. In fact, oc­ 
casionally the bankers asked for 
proof that the money was going 
for college essentials. My father 
always saw to that.

bankers wanted to be sure. 
So, years ago, I learned first 
hand that the lending of money 
should rest on solid foundations. 
I learned that borrowed dollars 
spent for economic foolishness, 
inefficiency, wastefulness and cor­ 
ruption were monies badly han­ 
dled.

Uncle Sam is borrowing billions 
of dollars. One of the Democratic 
senators in Washington believes 
that for the next fiscal year— 
July I, 1952 to July I, 1953— 
eighteen thousand million dollars 
(18-billions, briefly stated) will 
have to be borrowed. 
.Where are the niceties of pri­ 
vate borrowing in that picture? 
One can’t discover them, that’s 
all. Government spending has got 
out of hand. And with 
it, 
tax­ 
ation and borrowing. 
It is so, so easy for Uncle Sam 
to borrow money. That is what 
is knocking the integrity out of 
the dollar. I don’t believe that one 
per cent of the people in Ameri­ 
ca knowns the origin of our 
money. 
Well, here is a little lesson for 
the other 99 percent. On August 
31, 1951, there were $24,937,000,- 
000 of Federal Reservenotes 
in 
circulation. That constitutes the 
bulk of the money in America. 
Silver coins, minor coin, silver 
certificates make up only about 
three billions. 
What is the backing of these 
Federal Reserve 
notes? 
Among 
other credit 
instruments, 
direct 
obligations of the United States— 
bonds sold to pay Uncle Sam’s 
bills. 
Now, Congress and the Admin­ 
istration in Washington have tre­ 
mendous economic powers. They 
pass 
huge 
appropriation 
bills. 
They pass high tax measures. And 
when they run deep, deep into the 
red and have to raise billions upon 
billions of dollars to pay the bills, 
they enact deficit financing laws. 
Deficit 
financing 
necessitates 
borrowing. You, the reader, may 
buy one of these bonds. Later on 
you may need the money and you 
turn it in to yoyr bank for cash. 
Your bank may also 
need 
the 
money that the deficit financing 
bond represents. If so, this bond 
may go right to the central Re­ 
serve bank where Federal Reserve 
notes (America’s principal money) 
are handed out. Federal Reserve 
Banks are banks of issue. 
Deficit financing in other words, 
can be the means of flooding the 
country with billions upon bil­ 
lions of paper money, secured by 
obligations created to pay bills of 
a thousand varieties and some of 
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them with bad social, 
economic 
and even moral foundations. 
As I have said, I don’t believe 
one parson in IOO in America can 
intelligently explain the origin of 
our principal money—the Federal 
Reserve note. If more people un­ 
derstood the vicious economic con­ 
sequences of wild spending, deficit 
financing and dollar creation, we 
would have a Congress and an 
Administration of a different com­ 
plexion. 
A $257,000,000,000 Federal debt 
has flooded America with dollars, 
imposed frightful taxes on our 
bast people and most efficiently 
managed corporations and forced 
wages and prices higher and high­ 
er. 
Would that Federal borrowing 
might have some of the founda­ 
tions of private borrowing or, to 
put it another way, that $1,000 
and $1,000,000,000 loans had some­ 
thing in common.

Apples are one of your best 
buys now. So why not gather a 
few new recipes. Here’s one from 
New Jersey, an apple state, that 
has “style” and delightful flavor. 
Baked Apple Halves with Almonds 
(serves 4) 
One-half cup almonds, blanched, 
I cup sugar, I cup water, 4 large 
Stavman or McIntosh apples, 2 
teaspoons butter, 8 maraschino 
cherries, red or green. 
Cut almonds lengthwise into, 
halve?- 
Boil sugar and water to 
make a syrup—about 3 minutes. 
Cut unpeeled apples into halves, 
core with French ball cutter, and 
brush 
with 
syrup. 
Place 
16 
halved almonds flat side down in 
a circle on each apple. 
Fill cavity with very little but­ 
ter (peanut size), brush apples 
with syrup again, and place in 
baking dish. Pour remaining syr­ 
up in bottom of baking dish, cover 
and make in moderate oven (375 
degrees F.) for 30 minutes. 
Uncover, and bake for another 
20 minutes. Or put apples under 
medium broiler to brown almonds 
slightly. Put a maraschino cherry 
in center of apple before serving. 
“Apples In Appealing Ways’’ is 
a new booklet put out by the U. S.

Nationalist China’s T. F. Tsiang 
replied that the question, which 
was debated Inconclusively at last 
year’s Assembly, was the most Im­ 
portant item before the United 
Nations. He demanded that it be 
taken up immediately as unfin­ 
ished business. 
The Nationalist charges * were 
referred last year to the “Little 
Assembly.” It was expected they 
would be shunted off again in the 
same manner. 
The Assembly also decided, over 
strenuous South African objec­ 
tions. to air Indian charges that 
the Indian minority in South Af­ 
rica had been mistreated.

also was on the agenda for last 
year’s General Assembly, but no 
definite conclusion was reached.

His motiv e was 
v ery simple and v ery correct. He 
wanted West to continue the 
diamonds.

Any av erage West would un­ 
derstand what was expected of 
him. 
He would lead a second 
round of diamonds, forcing dum­ 
my to ruff. After that, declarer 
could huff and he could puff, but 
he couldn’t capture East’s king 
of trumps. He would be unable to 
take two trump finesses with 
only one trump in the dummy. • 
Howev er, West was no av erage 
defender. He had heard about the 
“suit preference” signal, and he 
was one of those players who 
like to work a good thing to 
death. 
West 
said 
to himself: 
“My 
partner 
is 
trying

indicate 
which suit to shift to. 
A high 
diamond means the higher side 
suit (hearts), while a low dia­ 
mond means the lower side suit 
(clubs).” 
So West shifted to a heart, and 
South proceeded to wrap up the 
slam 
and 
the 
rubber. 
South 
ruffed the heart, got to dummy 
with a club, and led the eight of 
spades from dummy. The eight 
of spades rode around successful­ 
ly, and dummy continued with 
the three of spades. South won 
the second trump finesse with 
the queen, drew the last trump 
with the ace, and then ran the 
clubs * to discard his losing dia­ 
monds. 
The difference between the sen­ 
sible defense and West’s brain­ 
storm was 1530 points. What’s 
more, this sort of thing is being 
done all ov er the country in the 
name of the higher skill.

A little learning is a dangerous 
thing in bridge as in any thing 
else. The other day I saw a 
couple of good players butcher a 
defense in a way th a t simply 
wouldn’t occur to average play­ 
ers. 
W est opened the king of dia­ 
monds, and E ast very properly 
played the queen. His motive was 
very simple and very correct. He 
wanted 
W est 
to 
continue 
the 
diamonds. 
Any average W est would un­ 
derstand w hat was expected of 
him. 
He would lead a second 
round of diamonds, forcing dum­ 
my to ruff. A fter that, declarer 
could huff and he could puff, but 
he couldn’t capture E ast’s king 
of trum ps. He would be unable to 
take 
two 
trum p 
finesses 
with 
only one trum p in the dummy. • 
However, W est was no average 
defender. He had heard about the 
“suit preference” signal, and he 
was one of those players who 
like to work a good thing to 
death. 
W est 
said 
to 
himself: 
“My 
partner 
is 
trying 
to 
indicate 
which suit to shift to. 
A high 
diamond means the higher side 
suit (hearts), while a low dia­ 
mond means the lower side suit 
(clubs).” 
So W est shifted to a heart, and 
South proceeded to w rap up the 
slam 
and 
the 
rubber. 
South 
ruffed the heart, got to dummy 
with a club, and led the eight of 
spades from dummy. The eight 
of spades rode around successful­ 
ly, and dummy continued with 
the three of spades. South won 
the second trum p finesse with 
the queen, drew the last trum p 
with the ace, and then ran the 
clubs ’ to discard his losing dia­ 
monds. 
The difference between the sen­

The UN feels that the Reds

The UN wants to keep the pres­ 
sure of war on the Reds, to keep 
them discussing the steps leading 
to the signing of an armistice. 
What’s the difference between a 
cease-fire and an armistice? 
A cease-fire is a cessation of 
fighting for a specific reason, such 
as to begin' peace talks. It is tem­ 
porary. 
Agreed Upon, Signed 
An armistice is an agreed-upon, 
signed-on-the-line document stabi­ 
lizing the cease-fire and making it 
permanent until the armistice is 
broken or a peace treaty is signed. 
The UN command says that if 
any cease-fire line is agreed upon 
now—however temporary it might 
be—no allied soldier could work 
up much enthusiasm about cross­ 
ing it. 
Thus the allies would be robbed 
of their most valuable weapon in 
forcing the Reds into agreement 
on other disputed points. 
The UN command feels it must 
have some sort of club hanging 
over the Reds to prevent endless 
bickering without result. The best 
club is the threat of continued 
war. 
Still up for discussion by nego­ 
tiators is the question of enforcing 
the cease-fire, the exchange of 
prisoners of war and recommenda­ 
tions to the governments con­ 
cerned on both sides. 
All undoubtedly will be tough 
nuts to crack. 
That’s why, the UN command 
says, the war must go on—because 
continued war is the only road to 
peace in Korea.
